Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1938. 

I am  glad  to  state  that,  generally  speaking,  there  has  been 
an  all-round  improvement  since  my  last  Report. 

The  Diphtheria  epidemic  which  was  a source  of  great 
anxiety  for  nearly  twelve  months,  and  which  was  responsible  for 
nearly  30  deaths  in  1937,  gradually  waned  and  finally  ceased  in 
the  early  part  of  1938. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Register-General 
for  the  year  1938,  shows  a slight  increase  from  25,855  to  26,040. 
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The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  population  increased  from  16‘7 
in  1937  to  17‘0.  This  followed  the  general  trend  of  increase 
throughout  the  country  due  to  the  latest  wave  of  prosperity.  The 
death  rate  decreased  very  perceptibly  from  14’7  in  1937  to  IIT 
in  1938.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  number  of  deaths 
from  heart  disease,  tuberculosis  and  diphtheria,  which  in  1937 
totalled  151  and  which  were  mainly  responsible  for  the  high 
death  rate  in  that  year,  fell  in  1938  to  89. 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  ambulance  facilities 
in  the  district.  Apart  from  an  ambulance  which  is  maintained 
by  the  Ileworth  Coal  Co.  for  the  use  of  colliery  accidents  etc., 
the  only  available  ambulance  in  Felling  is  one  provided  by  a 
joint  Ambulance  Committee  which  is  supported  by  private 
subscription  and  a grant  from  the  Local  Authority.  This 
vehicle,  however,  is  now  of  considerable  age,  and  in  my  opinion 
the  whole  position  should  be  reviewed. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  grateful 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  I have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  also  from  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Matron  and  Staff  of  the 
Hospital.

(e)  Hospitals  : Public  and  Voluntary. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at 
Windy  Nook,  Felling,  which  is  maintained  by  this  Local 
Authority;  it  consists  of  4 large  wards  and  a small  observation 
ward,  each  with  its  own  lavatory  and  bathroom.  Total  accom- 
modation, 28  beds  and  6 cots.

Section  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  ( iJ  Wafer. 

With  the  exception  of  a farm  and  two  small  holdings, 
the  area  is  supplied  with  water  drawn  from  the  reservoir  of 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Company  through  a piped 
system.  Pressure  of  water  is  poor  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
district. 


'Phe  farm,  homestead  and  four  attached  cottages 
obtain  a supply  of  vvater  for  human  consumption  and  dairy 
purposes  from  two  sources  : a spring  and  a bore  hole.  The 
cottages  have  Demolition  Orders  operative  upon  them  and 
two  cottages  have  been  vacated  and  the  occupiers  re-housed 
by  the  Local  Authority.  The  other  two  cottages  are  likely  to 
be  vacated  in  the  near  future.  Daving  regard  to  the  fact  that 
dairy  cows  and  milk  utensils  are  in  daily  contact  with  this 
water  supply  creates  a feeling  of  uneasiness,  and  I hope  steps 
will  soon  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  water  supply  from  the 
spring. 


A caravan  dwelling  used  by  a smallholder,  obtain  a 
supply  of  water  for  human  consumption  from  a spring. 


Another  smallholder  with  a cottage  on  his  land, 
formerly  obtained  a supply  of  water  for  humaii  consumption 
from  a shallow  well  which  is  highly  polluted.  The  owner- 
occupier  was  warned  not  to  use  the  water  and  advised  to 
endeavour  to  obtain  a supply  from  a deeper  source  by  boring 
through  the  rock  formation;  up  to  the  present  he  has  not 
taken  steps  to  do  so,  I append  a copy  of  the  Analyst’s 
report  in  regard  to  the  water  taken  from  this  shallow  well.

Observations. 

In  my  opinion  this  is  a sample  of  polluted  water 
which  is  not  lit  for  human  consumption.  The 
chemical  analysis  shows  that  there  is  a high  propor- 
tion of  ammonia  present,  which  is  indicative  of 
pollution  by  nitrogenous  matter  of  excretal  origin, 
whilst  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination 
leave  no  doubt  of  contamination  by  highly  undesir- 
able drainage.” 
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(ii)  Drainage  and  Seiverage. 

A defective  sewer  at  Cowpath  Farm,  Bill  Qua}^  has 
been  replaced  with  a concrete  pipe  sewer,  426  yards  in  length, 
at  a gradient  of  1 in  166.  This  sewer  is  designed  to  take  the 
whole  of  the  sewage  and  rain  water  for  a fully  developed 
district  of  1 1 5 acres. 

2.  Rivers  and  Sircains. 

'Fhe  River  d'yne  is  our  only  large  waterway  and  serves 
as  a common  sewer  for  tlie  many  Townships  along*  its  banks. 
It  certainly  serves  this  purpose  very  well,  as  little  visual 
evideiice,  if  any,  is  noticeable  of  the  human  increment  which 
it  receives  daily.  The  other  stream  Bowing  through  this 
district  is  known  as  the  River  Don. 

3.  ( i)  Closet  Accoinniodatioii. 

There  are  approximately  6,470  water-closets,  130  ash- 
closets  and  2 ash  middens  in  Felling.  The  number  of  ash- 
closets  will  decrease  as  further  Clearance  of  unfit  property 
takes  place.  The  greater  number  of  ash-closets  are  situated 
in  remote  parts  of  the  district  where  no  sewers  are  available. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  tiouse  and  Trade  Refuse  and  Gulley 
Cleansing  was  transferred  from  the  Surveyor’s  Department  to 
the  Health  Department  in  September  1938,  followed  by  Street 
Sweeping  in  November  of  the  same  year.  Collection  of  Refuse 
is  by  means  of  three  metor  vehicles:  — Fordson,  7 cu.  yds., 
Commer,  9 cu,  yds.,  Karrier  Bantam,  7 cu.  yds.  These 
vehicles  collect  the  house  and  trade  refuse  from  approximately 
6,700  premises.  At  present,  the  longest  haul  is  two  miles  each 
way,  the  tip  being  situated  at  the  South-West  of  the  district, 
where  controlled  tipping  is  strictly  adhered  to.  Transport  of 
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inert  material  for  covering-  purposes  on  the  tip  is  done  by  the 
refuse  collecting  vehicles  and  the  time  saved  from  collecting 
is  roughly  16  motor  hours.  Should  a breakdown  occur,  this 
period  is  lessened  considerably.  Up  to  the  present  we  have 
been  fortunate  in  securing  a large  quantity  of  good  covering 
material  from  contractors  carrying  out  work  of  excavation 
and  having  the  material  transported  to  the  tip  free  of  charge. 
When  this  main  source  of  supply  ceases,  the  cost  of  refuse 
disposal  will  increase. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  ; where  a twice 
weekly  collection  is  necessary,  an  extra  bin  is  provided  by  the 
Local  Authority  free  of  charge. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  where  necessary. 
The  Local  Authority,  acting  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  recently 
decided  upon  a charge  to  be  made  for  collection  of  trade 
refuse,  namely; — 

For  ordinary  businesses  and  small  traders,  6/-  per  annum. 

Multiple  shops,  including  Co-operative  Stores,  12/6  per 
annum.  (Multiple  meaning,  where  two  or  more  depart- 
ments are  centralised.) 

Factory  and  Warehouse  refuse,  lO/-  per  load. 

The  disposal  of  trade  refuse  is  troublesome,  especially  during 
the  summer  period  when  the  cinder  content  of  house  refuse  is 
at  its  minimum,  therefore,  in  order  to  have  the  tip  in  good 
order  for  the  week  end  which  begins  on  Friday  to  Monday,  we 
have  recently  changed  our  hours  of  collection  from  mornings 
to  late  afternoon  on  the  Thursday  of  each  week.  Two 
vehicles  engaged  in  the  work  then  proceed  to  the  garage 
where  they  are  docked  in  a loaded  condition  overnight, 
proceeding  to  tip  immediately  on  Fridays.  This  we  find 
effects  an  economy  and  facilitates  handling  of  a troublesome 
type  of  material. 
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riie  collection  of  refuse  from  slaufj-hter  houses  is  made 
twice  weekly  tliroug-hout  the  year,  also  pulley  cleansing  and 
collection  of  house  refuse  from  a few  isolated  dwellings,  is 
carried  out  by  means  of  an  open  tipping  geared  horse  drawn 
slurry  cart.  Sufficient  to  say  that  the  method  is  antiquated 
and  altogether  displeasing.  It  is  hoped  an  improvement  will 
be  brought  about  in  the  near  future  by  a system  of  double 
bins  for  collection,  a clean  bin  being  deposited  when  the  full 
bin  is  removed. 

In  gulley  cleansing,  the  material  is  removed  by  a scoop 
with  a long  handle  ; splashing  of  the  carriage-way  is  inevit- 
able and  the  gulley  is  unsealed.  A modern  mechanical  gulley 
cleanser  is  required. 

Street  Sweeping  is  done  by  the  gang  method.  This  will 
be  reviewed  soon.  The  Street  Orderly  System  will  be  con- 
sidered. Street  orderlies,  each  appointed  certain  mileage  in 
the  district,  would  no  doubt  show  an  improvement  in  results. 

Street  litter  causes  a lot  of  extra  work.  The  remains 
of  the  fried  fish  and  chip  supper  eaten  in  the  street,  sweet  and 
cigarette  packets,  and  what  is  much  more  annoying  to  the 
people  engaged  in  the  work  of  street  scavenging,  considerable 
quantities  of  wall  paper  stripped  from  rooms,  tin  boxes, 
metal  bedsteads,  flock  beds,  old  mats,  rugs  etc.  deposited 
overnight  in  public  places,  when,  by  notices  in  the  local  Press 
householders  have  been  asked  to  refrain  from  this  practice 
and  give  the  material  to  the  refuse  collectors  when  doing  their 
rounds. 

The  collection  and  bundling  of  waste  paper  does  not 
appear  to  be  a paying  proposition.  The  amount  of  paper 
collected  fit  for  bundling  is  very  small.  The  householders 
were  circularized,  asking  them  to  set  aside  their  paper  but 
the  response  has  been  very  poor  and  it  is  apparent  that  no 
citizen  believes  he  or  she  can  save  rates  either  by  burning  or 
any  other  method  of  dealing  with  refuse.

The  greater  nuisance  in  this  District  is  caused  by  smoke 
and  fumes  discharged  from  burning  pit  heaps,  two  Collieries — 
one  situated  in  the  South  Ward  and  one  in  the  East  Ward  of 
the  District — have  each  a huge  heap  continually  emitting 
sulphurous  fumes  which,  when  the  wind  is  in  the  right 
direction,  cause  discomfort  and  annoyance  to  the  inhabitants  in 
this  and  adjoining  Districts. 

(vij.  Swimming  Pools, 

There  are  no  Public  Baths  or  swimming  pools  in  this 
Area — those  who  wish  to  indulge  in  swimming  have  to  travel  to 
the  adjoining  towns  of  Gateshead  and  Newcastle  upon  Tyne 
and  as  can  be  expected  many  young  people  cannot  afford  the 
expense  entailed.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a) .  Milk  Supply, 

There  are  eight  Producer  Retailers  of  milk  in  this 
district — six  of  which  produce  and  retail  ordinary  raw  milk  and 
two  produce  and  retail  ‘‘  Accredited  Milk.”  There  are  three 
wholesale  producers  of  ordinary  raw  milk.  The  number  of 
retailer  dairies  is  three,  the  remainder  of  the  milk  supplied  to 
the  district  from  outside  sources  is  mostly  Pasteurised  and 
Sterilized  milk  in  bottles  and  an  amount  of  ordinary  raw  milk. 
The  milk  supplied  to  schools  is  Pasteurized. 

The  inspection  of  Farm  premises  is  carried  out  at 
irregular  periods. 

Ten  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  bacterial  content 
by  the  Department  of  Dairy  Husbandry,  Armstrong  College, 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 

(b) .  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  11  Private  Slaughter  Houses  in  this  district, 
3 are  registered  and  8 licenced-  The  premises  are  kept  in 
clean  condition  and  in  a fair  state  of  repair  but  are  by  reason  of 
their  position  far  from  ideal.  An  endeavour  is  made  to  visit 
every  slaughter  house  at  least  once  weekly  and,  if  possible, 
every  animal  slaughtered  for  food  of  man  is  examined  post 
mortem. 

Humane  slaughter  applies  to  all  animals  killed  for  food 
in  this  district-cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  being  stunned  with  a 
mechanical  instrument  before  sticking. 

The  butchers’  shops  are  regularly  inspected.  No  meat 
or  other  food  is  sold  from  stalls  and  apart  from  Pork  Butchers 
and  Bakers,  there  are  no  food  preparers  in  the  Urban  District 
of  Felling.

The  type  of  diphtheria  was  not,  on  the  whole,  of  a very 
bad  type.  Nine  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and  the  majority 
of  these  were  due  to  lack  of  medical  attention  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  illness. 

WINDY  NOOK  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

213  patients  were  admitted  during  1938,  consisting  of 
132  cases  of  diphtheria,  20  diphtheria  carriers  and  61  cases  of 
scarlet  fever.  8 patients  who  were  suffering  from  diphtheria 
died  in  hospital. 

1 patient  who  was  admitted  to  the  Royal  Victoria 
Infirmary,  Newcastle  on-Tyne,  and  later  transferred  to  the 
City  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  New^castle-on-Tyne, 
suffering  from  diphtheria,  died  in  the  latter  institution. 

During  the  year  1938,  93  cases  of  diphtheria,  54  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  4 cases  of  pneumonia  occurred  in  children 
of  school  age.

Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  orcurring  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis  was  22.  This  is  equivalent  to  a death- 
rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  of  0‘84  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  IHS  per  1,000  in  1937.
